(o be hopelessly beaten when going down the 
bickstretch, came on and g it seco id place and 
fnrthsrmore was fast catching Benneville at 
the end.

This good 
looking son of Punster— Spray turned another 
of his famous form somersaults and won the 
closing nine furlong event from ' eeud to 
eeud.”

Despite the handicap J. Wiukfleld was 
Ao him he won away off by himself.
